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FOREWORD 


The  Inventory  of  the  Town,  Village  and  City  Archives  of  Vermont 
is  one  of  a  number  of  bibliographies  of  historical  materials  prepared 
throughout  the  United  States  by  workers  on  the  Historical  Records 
Survey  Program  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  The  uublication 
herewith  presented,  an  inventory  of  the  archives  of  the  Town  of  Derby, 
Villages  of  Derby  -  Derby  Lino  is  number  7  of  the  Orleans  County 
series. 

The  Historical  Records  Survey  Program  was  undertaken  in  the  winter 
of  1935-36  for  the  purpose  of  providing  useful  employment  to  needy  un¬ 
employed  historians,  lawyers,  teachers,  and  research  and  clerical 
workers.  In  carrying  out  this  objective,  the  project  was  organized 
to  compile  inventories  of  historical  materials,  particularly  the  un¬ 
published  government  documents  and  records  which  are  basic  in  the 
administration  of  local  government,  end  which  provide  invaluable  data 
for  students  of  political,  economic,  and  social  history.  The  archival 
guide  herewith  presented  is  intended  to  meet  the  requirements  of  day- 
to-day  administration  by  the  officials  of  the  town,  and  also  the  needs 
of  lawyers,  business  men  and  other  citizens  who  require  facts  from  the 
public  records  for  the  proper  conduct  of  their  affairs.  The  volume  is 
so  designed  that  it  can  be  used  by  the  historian  in  his  research  in 
unprinted  sources  in  the  same  way  he  usos  the  library  card  catalog  for 
printed  sources. 

The  inventories  produced  by  the  Historical  Records  Survey  Program 
attempt  to  do  more  than  give  merely  a  list  of  records — they  attempt 
further  to  sketch  in  the  historical  background  of  the  town  or  other 
unit  of  government,  and  to  describe  precisely  and  in  detail  ihe 
organization  and  functions  of  the  government  agencies  whose  records 
they  list.  The  county,  town,  and  other  local  inventories  for  the 
entire  country  will,  when  completed,  constitute  an  encyclopedia  of 
local  government  as  well  as  a  bibliography  of  local  archives. 

The  successful  conclusion  of  the  work  of  the  Historical  Records 
Survey  Program,  even  in  a  single  town,  would  not  be  possible  without 
the  support  of  public  officials,  historical  and  legal  specialists, 
and  many  other  groups  in  the  community.  Their  cooperation  is  grate¬ 
fully  acknowledged. 

Die  Survey  Program  was  organized  and  has  been  directed  by  Luther 
H.  Evans,  and  operates  as  a  nation-wide  series  of  locally  sponsored 
projects  in  the  Division  of  Professional  and  Service  Projects,  of 
which  Mrs.  Florence  Kerr,  Assistant  Commissioner,  is  in  charge.

This  inventory  of  the  Town,  Village  and  City  Archives  of 
Vermont,  “Town  of  D0rby,  is  part  of  a  series  of  publications  being 
■prepared  for  each  of  the  town,  villages  and  cities  in  the  stale. 

This  is  the  first  publication  for  Orleans  County.

Explanatory  Notes 

This  inventory  of  the  archives  of  the  town  of  Derby  consists  of  an 
inventory  of  all  the  records  kept  by  the  town  officers  both  current  and 
non-current,  and  by  the  village  officers  in  Derby  Village  and  Derby 
Line  Village,  An  historical  sketch  of  each  political  unit  has  been 
written;  short  essays  pertaining  to  the  history  of  each  of  the  offices 
and  other  supplementary  material  as  shown  in  the  table  of  contents  has 
been  prepared. 

Like  other  Vermont  towns  there  is  no  archivist,  yet  in  practice 
the  Vermont  clerk  has  always  been  since  the  creation  of  the  State  in 
1777,  the  archivist  and  as  the  inventory  will  show,  a  large  majority 
of  the  non-current  records  both  of  his  own  office  and  those  of  other 
offices  are  now  to  be  found  in  his  custody.  In  the  preparation  of  the 
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Abbreviations,  Symbols 
and  Explanatory  Notes 

inventory  we  have  placed  the  records  under  the  office  of  origin  rather 
than  upder  the  office  of  custody,  therefore,  in  many  cases  the  records 
listed  under  one  office  will  show  under  location  that  they  may  be  found 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk. 

To  assist  both  the  town  officers  and  the  user  of  the  inventory  we 
have  prepared  a  brief  listing  (see  pages  9-12)  of  the  records  covered 
by  this  inventory.  A  special  copy  of  the  inventory  with  a  number  of 
blank-  pages  following  this  section  is  being  bound  for  the  use  of  the 
town  clerk.  It  is  hoped  that  this  simply  type  of  lasting  will  be  kept 
current  for  the  use  of  researchers  or  perhaps  those  preparing  a  new 
inventory  of  the  town  archives,  after  this  volume  has  become  antiquated. 

Town  Office  Sketches 

These  sketches,  written  from  information  secured  from  the  town 
meeting  records,  are  only  brief  histories  of  the  election  of  the 
officers  in  the  town.  The  town  officers*  duties  are  established  by 
law  and  do  not  vary  from  torn  to  town.  All  the  Vermont  Stcitutes 
beginning  with  tho  origin  of  the  State  are  being  carefully  read  and 
eventually  the  various  duties  which  have,  at  one  time  or  another  been 
assigned  to  town  officers,  will  be  listed  and  published. 

Titles 

Titles  are  shown  exactly  as  found  on  volumes,  file  drawers,  boxes, 
or  bundles.  The  current  or  most  recent  title  of  a  series  is  used  as 
the  exact  title  of  the  entry.  Variations  to  the  entry  title  are  listed 
in  the  title  line.  Exact  titles  appear  in  upper  case.  An  assigned 
title,  which  appears  only  when  the  record  has  no  exact  title,  is 
written  in  upper  case  and  enclosed  in  parentheses.  An  explanatory 
title  which  is  used  in  conjunction  with  an  exact  title  -when  the  title 
is  vague  or  misleading,  appears  in  lower  case  and  enclosed  in  parenthe¬ 
sis. 

The  same  theory  of  assigning  titles  is  applied  to  tho  sub-entries, 
which  are  numbered  with  roman  numerals  within  an  entry,  as  is  appliod 
to  the  entry  itself.  Of  course,  a  sub-entry  will  never  have  an  exact 
title,  but  when  a  sub-entry  bears  a  title  cross  reference  to  some  other 
entry  in  the  inventory,  it  appears  under  the  title  of  the  entry  to 
which  it  is  cross  referenced  vzhether  that  title  is  actual  or  assigned. 

If  the  title  of  the  entry  to  which  a  sub-entry  is  title  cross  refer¬ 
enced  is  exact,  it  appears  with  initial  letters  in  upper  case.  If  it 
is  assigned  it  appears  with  the  initial  letters  in  upper  case  and  en¬ 
closed  in  parentheses.  Eor  sub-entries  vzhich  are  not  title  cross 
referenced,  we  have  used  the  title  by  v±Lich  the  record  is  commonly 
known  in  Vermont. 

Tates 


Tbe  dates  that  annear  directly  after  the  title  are  the  earliest 
and  latest  dates  found  within  the  entry.  Dates  shc^/n  in  the  body  of 
tho  entry  or  following  sub-cntrics  are  the  dates  of  that  particular 
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and  Explanatory  Notes 

item;  where  dates  axe  not  given  for  individual  items  the  dates  of  that 
item  are  identical  with  those  in  that  title  line. 

Labeling 

Letters  or  numbers  placed  in  parentheses  directly  following  tho 
quantity  indicate  the  exact  labeling. 

Cross  Reference 

Title-line  and  body-of -entry  cross  references  to  records  which 
are  a  part  of  the  sane  series  have  been  used;  for  references  to  records 
which  are  related  in  subject  matter  or  type  the  third  paragraph  cross 
references  have  been  used.  Where  no  cross  reference  is  made,  it  may 
be  assumed  that  no  other  records  of  the  same  or  similar  nature  were 
found*  References  in  the  office  essays  are  made  to  reports  or  records 
made  by  that  office  but  in  the  custody  of  another. 

Indexes 


Where  an  entry  is  served  by  a  separate  index,  a  separate  entry 
covering  the  index  is  given  immediately  following  the  record.  Where 
an  index  covers  more  than  one  entry,  it  is  given  immediately  following 
the  last  entry  that  it  serves  and  cross  references  are  made  between 
the  index  entry  and  the  entries  it  serves. 

Condition 


Records  are  in  good  condition  unless  otherwise  noted  in  the 
inventory. 

Dimensions 

Dimensions  of  volumes  are  given  in  order  of  height,  width,  and 
thickness;  dimensions  of  file  boxes  and  drawers  in  order  of  height, 
width,  and  depth.  All  dimensions  are  given  in  inches  unless  otherwise 
specified. 

Location 


Usually  the  exact  location  of  a  record  is  given  in  each  entry. 
Where  the  location  or  exact  location  is  not  given,  a  statement  cover¬ 
ing  the  location  of  the  record  nay  be  found  in  the  section  titlod 
"Housing,  Caro,  and  Accessibility  of  tho  Records"  preceding  each 
inventory.

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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 
TOWN  OF  DERBY 

The  town  of  Derby  is  located  east  of  Lake  Memphremagog.  It  is 
hounded  on  the  north  by  the  dominion  of  Canada,  on  the  east  by  the 
towns  of  Holland,  Morgan  and  Charleston,  on  the  south  by  Brownington 
and  Coventry,  and  on  the  west  by  Lake  Memphr emag o g  and  the  city  of 
Newport,  It  is  in  Orleans  County.  The  town  contains  28,651  acres. 

There  are  four  bodies  of  water  in  the  town,  of  which  Lake  Salem  is  the 
largest.  The  river  Clyde  flows  through  the  town  to  empty  into  Lake 
Memphremagog.  The  land  in  the  town  is  all  classified  as  suited  to  in¬ 
tensive  cultivation,  much  of  it  being  suited  to  the  use  of  modem 
motorized  machinery.  There  are  areas  devoted  to  recreational  activi¬ 
ties  and  summer  residences  along  the  shores  of  all  its  lakes  and  ponds, 1 
The  town  includes  the  incorporated  villages  of  Derby  Line  and  Derby 
and  two  small  hamlets,  North  Derby  and  Beebe  Plains. 

At  the  t  imo  when  Vermont  first  began  to  consider  the  granting  of 
townships  by  the  State,  Timothy  Andrus,  -whose  name  is  spelled  Andrews 
in  the  Derby  charter,  was  interested  in  the  towns  of  Guildhall  and 
Lunenburg,  held  under  New  Hampshire  grants.  He  filed  a  petition  with 
the  Assembly  in  September  1799  representing  that  these  towns  had  not 
been  located  in  accord  with  their  charters  and  that  if  the  Assembly 
approved,  the  proprietors  would  have  them  surveyed  at  their  own  expense 
and  at  the  same  time  lay  out  six  towns  on  the  Canada  line  between  the 
Connecticut  River  and  Lake  Memphremagog ,2  The  petition  was  approved 
on  October  26,  1779.3  An  order  for  the  location  of  the  towns  was 
issued  by  Ira  Allen,  as  surveyor  general,  but  the  survey  was  not  com¬ 
pleted  until  1786.* 2 3  4 5 

Meanwhile  several  township  grants  had  been  made  by  Vermont  in  this 
region  and  were  found  later  to  conflict  with  this  survey.  Acting  on  a 
further  petition  of  the  interested  parties,  the  Assembly  confirmed  the 
grants  previously  made,  but  reduced  the  number  of  towns  to  three  and 
on  March  8,  1787,  directed  that  charters  be  issued  to  the  towns  desig¬ 
nated  on  the  survey  as  No,  1  (Derby),  No.  4  (Holland  or  Elysiana)  and 
No.  6  (Nor ton). 5  To  give  the  Derby  grant  priority  over  the  grant  of 
Salem,  the  charter  issued  to  Timothy  Andrus  and  59  associates  bears 
the  date  of  October  29,  1779,  although  in  describing  the  bounds,  trees 
marked  1785  are  mentioned. 6  Three  clergymen  and  two  women  were  among 
the  grantees.

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Timothy  Hinman,  later  known  as  Judge  Hinman,  made  the  first 
settlement  in  Derby  in  1795  at  Hinman* s  Pond,  now  known  as  Derby  Lake.l 
Settlers  came  in  rapidly  and.  in  1800  there  were  178  inhabitants  in  the 
town  and  40  heads  of  families. 2 

The  first  meeting  of  the  proprietors  under  the  charter  was  held 
at  the  house  of  John  Norton  in  Westminster  on  November  12,  1789. 

Obediah  Wheeler  was  elected  proprietors*  clerk  and  collector  and  dele¬ 
gated  Timothy  Hinman  as  an  assistant  collector. 3  Subsequent  meetings 
were  held  in  Rutland  and  Greensboro  until  the  actual  settlement  of  the 
town.4  The  early  settlers  were  not  satisfied  with  the  first  division 
of  lots  and  took  the  matter  to  the  Assembly  where  the  proceedings  were 
legalized  in  1800.5  The  second  division  was  voted  in  1801  and  the 
third  and  fourth  in  1802.5 

Organization  of  the  town  was  affected  at  the  first  town  meeting 
held  at  the  home  of  Timothy  Hinman  on  March  29,  1798.  He  was  elected 
moderator  and  town  clerk.  Isaac  Hinman,  Elisha  Lyman,  and  Henry 
Buzzell  were  elected  selectmen. 7  Timothy  Hinman  was  elected  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  town  in  the  Assembly  in  the  same  year  serving  until  1810.° 

Public  worship  was  held  in  Derby  as  early  an  1799,  the  meetings 
taking  plane  in  the  barroom  of  a  tavern  owned  by  Timothy  Hinman,  who 
conducted  the  services. 3  The  town  voted  in  1802  not  to  settle  a  minis¬ 
ter.  The  ministerial  lands  were  divided  between  the  Baptist  and  Con¬ 
gregational  ist  churches  by  vote  of  the  town  in  1810. Rev.  Luther  Le- 
land  received  the  land  for  the  Congregational  Society  and  Rev.  Samuel 
Smith  for  the  Baptists. H  A  union  meeting  house  was  built  in  1819-20 
and  continued  in  use  until  1849.  The  formal  organization  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  ist  Society  took  place  in  1819*  It  built  its  present  church 
building  in  1869.  The  first  Baptist  organization  was  effected  in  1807 
and  continued  until  1822,  A  second  society  was  formed  in  1824  and

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participated  in  the  division  of  the  money  received  from  ministerial 
lands  until  1925.1  A  church  building  was  erected  in  1836  by  the 
Baptists.  This  was  sold  to  the  trustees  of  Derby  Academy  in  1937.2 
The  Universalists  have  been  an  active  society  in  the  town  from  early 
days  and  have  a  church  building  at  Derby  Line.  Until  1918  two  Uni¬ 
versal  is  t  societies  were  among  those  sharing  in  the  ministerial  funds. 

A  number  of  denominations  have  been  organized  at  various  times  to 
secure  a  part  of  the  ministerial  funds.  Among  others  have  been  St. 
John*s  Church,  Episcopalian,  1840;  the  Free  Christians,  1902  to  1918; 
the  Salvation  Army,  1918;  and  the  Adventists,  1889.3  The  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  was  organized  in  1830  and  continues  active.  It  con¬ 
structed  a  church  building  at  Derby  in  1845.  The  Universalists,  Free 
Baptists,  and  Adventists  had  societies  at  West  Derby  at  the  time  it 
was  annexed  to  the  city  of  Newport  in  1917.  At  the  present  time,  the 
societies  at  Derby  are  federated  and  hold  meetings  in  the  summer  at 
the  Congregationalist  Church  and  in  winter  at  the  Methodist  Church. 
Union  services  are  held  in  the  Universal ist  Church  at  Derby  Line. 4 

The  first  school  was  kept  by  David  Beebee  on  the  farm  of  Timothy 
Hinman.5  Three  school  committeemen  were  elected  at  the  first  town 
meeting  in  1798  and  it  was  voted  that  the  town  be  one  school  district. 
In  1801,  a  committee  was  elected  to  divide  the  town  into  districts. 
Three  districts  were  laid  out  in  1802.  The  town  voted  not  to  raise 
money  to  build  a  schoolhcrusc  in  1804  but  the  town  meeting  of  1806  was 
held  Mat  the  schoolhouse.u6  The  number  of  districts  was  increased  from 
tine  to  tine  until  there  were  twenty  with  nineteen  school  buildings  in 
1892.  The  town  now  has  graded  school  buildings  at  Derby  Center  and 
Derby  Line  valued  at  $15,000  each.  It  owns  10  other  school  buildings, 
only  4  of  which  are  in  use.  All  school  buildings  in  use  except  one 
now  have  standard  or  superior  ratings  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 7 
In  the  year  1827,  there  were  500  children  in  the  schools.  This  had  in¬ 
creased  to  633  in  1840.  Just  prior  to  the  annexation  of  Salem  in  1880, 
there  were  only  325  children  in  the  schools. 8  The  figures  for  1920 
were  342  and  for  1939  were  399,  including  pupils  from  other  towns. 9

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Derby  Academy  furnishes  secondary  training  for  Derby  and  nearby 
towns  which  have  no  high  schools.  This  institution  was  known  origin¬ 
ally  as  the  Derby  Literary  and  Theological  Institute.  It  was  organ¬ 
ized.  under  the  auspices  of  the  Danville  Baptist  Association  in  1839. 
Benjamin  Hinnan  and  Dr.  Lenuel  Richardson  donated  land  and  buildings 
were  erected  by  the  residents  of  Derby.  Col.  Chester  Carpenter  de¬ 
frayed  much  of  the  expense.  Tho  school  opened  in  September  1840,  with 
Heman  Lincoln,  A*B.,  D.D.,  as  principal,  and  an  enrollment  of  147. 

There  were  two  school  buildings  and  a  dormitory.  Due  to  the  sectarian 
nature  of  the  institution,  it  vras  unable  to  secure  a  charter  which 
would  entitle  it  to  benefit  from  revenue  from  grammar  school  lands.  A 
reorganization  took  place  and  it  vras  organized  as  Derby  Academy  in  1845 
and  chartered  in  1848.1  This  gave  it  the  rents  from  grammar  school 
lands  in  Derby,  Holland,  Morgan,  Salem,  and  Newport.  This  distribution 
was  changed  in  1855  and  1857  as  other  schools  in  Orleans  County  were 
organized. 

An  Alumni  Association  was  organized  in  1870  and  through  its  efforts 
a  new  building  was  erected  and  an  endowment  provided.  A  lease  of  the 
property  was  accepted  by  the  town  for  use  as  a  high  school  in  1918.2 
The  vacant  Baptist  Church  building  facing  the  Academy  was  secured  by 
the  trustees  in  1938  and  is  used  by  students  of  agriculture.  Among  dis¬ 
tinguished  alumni  of  the  Academy  are  Charles  K.  Adams,  ex-president  of 
Cornell  University;  Redfield  Proctor,  Governor  and  United  States  Sen¬ 
ator;  and  Edgar  0.,  Elmer  E, ,  and  Albert  A.  Silver  of  Silver,  Burdett 
&  Company,  publishers  of  school  texts. 3 
\ 

The  first  division  lots  were  of  218  acres  each  with  a  reservation 
of  not  more  than  18  acres  from  each  lot  for  roads.  The  proprietors 
voted  a  tax  of  one  penny  per  acre  for  roads  and  bridges  in  1795,  Timothy 
Hinman  being  the  collector. 4  He  had,  in  fact,  cut  a  road  through  to 
Derby  from  Greensboro  two  years  before.  He  cut  several  other  roads 
during  his  life,  those  in  Derby  being  from  Derby  to  Stratford,  N.  H«; 
from  Derby  Center  to  Beebe  Plain;  and  from  Derby  Center  to  Lake  Mem- 
phremagog.5  The  roads  are  shown  on  James  Whitlow’s  map  of  1796. 

United  States  Route  5  now  passes  through  Derby.  It  forms  a  juncture 
north  of  Derby  Village  with  State  Route  105. ^  There  is  a.  railway 
station  at  Beebe  Plains  on  the  Quebec  Central  Railroad.? 

The  River  Clyde  and  other  streams  offered  good  mill  sites.  A  saw¬ 
mill  was  built  by  Ebenezer  Strong  in  1794  where  West  -Derby  afterwards

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stood.  He  added  a  gristmill  shortly  thereafter. 1  There  were  eight 
sawmills,  a  shingle  mill,  and  two  gristmills  in  Derby  in  1840.2  One 
of  the  gristmills  still  is  in  operation  at  Derby. 3 

Derby  was  a  large  trading  center  in  the  early  years  of  the  nine¬ 
teenth  century,  shipping  large  quantities  of  potash,  peltries,  and 
other  products  to  England  through  Canada.  This  trade  was  carried  on 
by  Hinman  and  later  by  Horace  Stewart .4 

A  flour  mill  was  started  in  1835,  A  paper  mill  operated  from  1837 
to  1913.  A  tannery  and  a  boot  and  shoe  factory  were  in  operation  in 
1871.  A  woolen  mill  operating  by  water  power  was  built  in  West  Derby 
in  1845.  The  International  Company,  dealing  extensively  in  lumber  and 
manufactured  products  of  wood,  operated  from  1882  to  1906.  Several 
nurseries  have  been  run  in  recent  years,  there  being  two  at  present. 5 
Present  industries  include  the  manufacture  of  golf  clubs,  whips,  and 
taps  and  dies. 6 

Dairy  products  are  handled  in  large  quantities.  The  Clyde  Valley 
Cooperative  Creamery  Company  was  incorporated  in  1922. ?  This  creamery 
had  operated  since  1916  without  state  incorporation.  It  now  handles 
its  products  through  New  England  Dairies.  Milk  from  several  neighbor¬ 
ing  towns  is  handled  in  Derby. 

The  boundaries  of  Derby  were  surveyed  in  1785,  the  survey  being 
attested  by  James  T/hitlaw,  as  surveyor  general,  1796.8  The  surveyor 
general  noted  an  interference  of  some  5,000  acres  between  the  Derby 
and  Salem  grants,  but  this  was  settled  in  favor  of  Derby,  leaving  the 
town  as  originally  surveyed, 9  Two  small  islands  in  Lake  Memphremagog 
called  Black  and  Bell  Islands  were  annexed  in  1865. ^  The  line  between 
Newport  and  Derby  was  established  as  being  the  middle  of  the  lake  in 
1868. H  The  town  of  Salem  was  annexed  to  Derby  in  1830  and  the 
political  annexation  effected  in  1881.12 

Incorporation  of  the  city  of  Newport  in  1917  carried  with  it  in 
the  same  act  the  incorporation  of  new  towns  of  Derby  and  of  Newport. 

The  act  annexed  to  the  city  of  Newport  approximately  the  territory 
formerly  included  in  the  incorporated  village  of  West  Derby.  The

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bounds  of  the  new  towns  arc  detailed  in  the  act  at  length.  Title  over 
all  property  in  the  territory  lost  by  Derby  and  owned  by  the  tom  was 
retained  with  the  exception  of  school  lands  and  two  schoolhouses  for 
which  the  city  of  Nevrport  paid.l 

The  town  of  Derby  became  involved  in  litigation  with  the  village 
of  Newport  over  taxation  of  the  Newport  water  works  in  1901.  The  case 
was  carried  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  decision  established  precedent 
for  some  years  until  settled  by  statute. 2  The  water  supply  of  Newport 
came  from  Derby  and  the  excess  was  furnished  to  the  village  of  VJest 
Derby.  Taxes  were  assessed  against  the  property  in  Derby  in  1839  and 
1900  and  Newport  refused  to  pay  them.  The  opinion  is  known  as  Stiles 
vs.  Newport  and  holds  that  the  property  was  taxable  since  revenue  was 
derived  from  it,  although  it  would  not  have  been  otherwise.  Judgment 
was  recorded  in  1904.  The  town  of  Derby  had  as  its  attorney  in  this 
case,  Josiah  Grout,  who  was  Governor  of  the  State  in  1896,  and  repre¬ 
sented  Derby  in  the  legislature  for  several  terms.  Ke  lived  on  the 
old  Einman  homestead  in  Derby. 3 

Hiere  are  two  cemeteries  in  the  town:  the  Center  Cemetery  and  the 
Derby  Line  Cemetery.  The  Center  Cemetery  is  administered  by  a  board 
of  five  commissioners.  The  Derby  Line  Cemetery  is  administered  by  the 
Derby  Line  Cemetery  Association,  incorporated  in  1900.^  The  Center 
Cemetery  was  laid  out  in  1801,  the  tom  having  appropriated  five 
dollars  to  buy  two  acres  of  land  for  that  purpose. 5 

In  the  early  days  of  the  tom,  the  poor  were  cared  for  by  being 
bid  off  to  the  lowest  bidder. $  The  Assembly,  in  1837.  passed  an  act 
authorizing  the  establishment  of  joint  poor  farms. 7  The  towns  of  Derby, 
Salem,  Holland,  Charleston,  Morgan,  Brownington,  and  Newport  considered 
this  question  by  petition  at  the  regualr  tom  meetings  in  1833.  but 
several  toms  voted  against  it  and  the  project  was  dropped, 8  The  tom 
voted  to  rent  a  poor  farm  in  1884  and  bought  125  acres  and  buildings 
the  following  year.  The  farm  was  sold  in  1928,  since  which  tine  the 
poor  have  been  cared  for  under  the  supervision  of  an  over seer. 9 

John  Wetherbee,  a  resident  of  Canada,  in  1869,  left  one  quarter 
of  his  estate  to  the  tom  of  Derby,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  the  poor.  The  fund  now  amounts  to  $925  and  is  administered

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as  a  part  of  the  educational  trusts  of  the  town.l  The  act  annexing 
Salem  to  Derby  specifically  provided  that  the  inhabitants  of  Salem 
should  share  in  the  Wether bee  fund, 2 

Early  town  and  freemen's  meetings  were  held  at  Timothy  Hinman's 
tavern  and  later  in  various  meeting  houses  or  the  academy  building. 

The  present  town  house  at  Derby  Village  was  built  on  the  academy 
grounds  in  1853. 3 

The  Newport  Hospital  was  changed  to  a  county  hospital  under  the 
name  of  the  Orleans  County  Memorial  Hospital  Association  in  1922  and 
Derby,  together  with  other  towns,  was  asked  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  the  institution. 4  The  town  appropriated  the  sum  of  $500  in 
the  years  1928  and  1929  and  in  subsequent  years  has  voted  various  suns: 
The  amount  voted  in  1939  was  $300  of  which  half  is  applicable  to  bills 
of  the  hospital  against  the  town. 5  The  hospital  is  located  nt  Newport,

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HOUSING,  CARE,  AND  ACCESSIBILITY  OF  THE  RECORDS 


All  of  the  records  in  the  invent  or;, r  of  the  town  of  Derby,  except 
a  few  of  the  records  of  the  tax  collector,  road  conn issi oner,  and 
school  directors,  are  located  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk,  Mr, 

George  Burton,  who  is  also  town  treasurer.  The  tax  collector's  records 
axe  kept  in  a  safe  at  the  residence  of  the  constable,  Kenry  Moulton, 

The  road  commissioner's  records  are  kept  at  the  residence  of  the  road 
commissioner,  John  Squires,  The  school  directors'  current  account 
books  are  kept  at  the  residence  of  the  chairman  of  the  school  board, 
Raymond  Blake,  while  other  school  records  axe  kept  at  the  town  hall  or 
in  a  safe  at  the  Academy,  Unless  otherwise  stated  in  the  inventory, 
all  records  are  located  in  the  vault  or  in  one  of  the  two  safes  at  the 
town  clerk's  office. 

The  town  clerk's  office  is  a  one  story,  white,  wooden  building 
located  at  the  southern  end  of  Main  Street  in  Derby  Village,  A  sign 
"Town  Clerk"  is  conspicuously  displayed  on  the  building.  The  office 
consists  of  three  rooms  and  a  vault.  The  main  room  measures  approxi¬ 
mately  12*  x  12*  x  8';  a  private  room,  measures  6’  x  12'  x  8*;  and  an 
inner  room  measures  12'  x  18’  x  8'.  The  v«ult,  measuring  approximately 
8'  x  10'  x  8',  is  in  back  of  the  inner  room;  and  there  aro  two  safes, 
measuring  5^'  x  4^'  x  3'  and  3  2/3'  x  3^’  x  2^' ,  in  the  main  room,  so 
all  records  are  kept  under  fireproof  conditions.  The  Newport  Fire 
Department  is  4  miles  away;  2  chcmic.-d  engines  in  Derby  Village  and  a 
hand  fire  extinguisher  in  the  office  furnish  additional  firo  protection. 

The  records  are  in  exceptionally  good  condition.  The  office  is 
well  heated,  adequately  furnished,  and  well  lighted  with  electricity, 

Tho  office  is  open  Monday  through  Saturday  from  9-12  and  1-5.  Either 
Mr,  Burton  or  his  assistant,  Miss  Carter,  arc  at  the  office  so  records 
are  always  available. 
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I.  TOWN  CLERK 

A  town  clerk  was  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year  at  the  first  town 
meeting  held  March  29,  1798.1  Since  that  time  a  clerk  has  been  elected 
annually  for  a  term  of  one  year. 2  There  is  an  assistant  town  clerk  at 
the  present  time.  r2ie  town  clerk  is  a  member  of  the  board  for  abate¬ 
ment  of  teuces3,  ?md  was  added  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  civil  au¬ 
thority  in  1892.4

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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 
DERBY  VILLAGE 

Die  incorporated  village  of  Derby  Center,  generally  referred  to  as 
Derby  Village,  lies  in  the  central  part  of  the  town  of  Derby,  It  in¬ 
cludes  the  junction  of  United  States  Route  5  and  State  Route  105,  The 
Clyde  River  is  the  southern  boundary  of  the  village  and  the  west  shore 
of  Derby  Pond  is  a  part  of  the  eastern  boundary, 

Die  selectmen  of  Derby  laid  out  the  bounds  of  the  village  in 
November  1891,  at  the  request  of  the  inhabitants  and  the  village  was 
incorporated  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State, 1  The  following 
officers  were  elected:  a  modero.tor,  a  clerk,  five  trustees,  a  treasurer 
and  a  collector  of  taxes,  and  by-laws  were  adopted, 2  A  state  charter 
was  approved  by  the  legislature  in  1898,3  The  charter  was  issued  on 
January  24,  1899  and  was  accepted  by  the  village  on  February  28,  1899, 

The  following  officers  were  elected  under  the  charter:  a  moderator,  a 
clerk,  three  trustees,  a  treasurer  and  a  collector  of  taxes, 4 

The  village  w ns  constituted  a  fire  and  highway  district  under  its 
charter  and  was  allowed  three  quarters  of  the  highway  taxes  collected 
in  the  village  for  use  on  streets  and  other  improvements.  An  amendment 
to  the  charter  in  1917  gave  the  village  the  right  to  regulate  sidewalks. 5 

Die  Derby  Aqueduct  Company,  incorporated  in  1861,  supplied  the 
village  with  water, 6  A  contract  for  water  for  fire  protection  was  in 
effect  from  1901  to  1911,  but  was  discontinued,?  Chemic^il  fire  fight¬ 
ing  equipment  was  purchased  in  1917.3 

Authority  was  granted  the  village  under  its  charter  to  operate  a 
municipal  electric-light  plants  but  it  has  never  availed  itself  to  the 
privilege,  A  village  sewer  system  was  installed  in  1896,  the  funds 
being  raised  bv  subscription.  In  1938,  a  now  system  was  built  with 
federal  funds. 10

HISTORICAL  SKETCH 
DERBY  LINE 

lho  incorporated  village  of  Derby  Lino  is  located  in  the  north 
central  part  of  the  town  of  Derby.  It  is  a  port  of  entry,  being 
separated  only  by  the  northern  boundary  of  the  United  States  from  the 
Canadian  village  of  Rock  Island  in  the  township  of  Stanstoad,  Province 
of  Qaebec.  The  development  of  the  two  villages  has  been  similar  in 
many  ways  and  many  facilities  are  shared  in  common. 

An  incorporation  of  the  village  was  effected  in  1891  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  State.  The  election  of  officers,  drafting  of  by¬ 
laws  and  other  formalities  were  carried  out  within  a  few  weeks*!  A 
charter  of  incorporation  was  secured  from  the  legislature  in  1898. 2 
This  was  accepted  by  the  voters  of  the  village  in  December  of  that 
year, 3  The  officers  elected  under  the  original  incorporation  and  also 
under  the  subsequent  charter,  wore  a  moderator,  a  clerk,  five  trustees, 
a  treasurer,  and  a  collector  of  taxes.  An  amendment  to  the  charter  in 
1910  reduced  the  number  of  trustees  to  three. 4  The  village  was  consti¬ 
tuted  a  fire  district  and  also  a  highway  district  under  its  charter, 5 

Under  its  charter,  the  village  received  one  fourth  of  tho  highway 
taxes  collected  in  the  village.  This  was  increased  to  one  third  by  an 
amondment  in  1900, ^  and  to  three  quarters  by  another  amendment  in  1917.? 

A  corporation  known  as  the  International  Water  Company  was  incor¬ 
porated  in  1906  to  furnish  water  to  Derby  Line,  Rock  Island  and  Stan- 
stead.8  The  village  purchased  425  shares  in  this  company  in  1907.9  A 
contract  to  furnish  the  village  with  water  was  entered  into  on  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  system  in  1909.^0  The  village  was  empowered,  in  1923  in 
cooperation  with  Rock  Island  and  Stnnstead,  to  buy  out  the  stock  of  the 
water  company.!!  This  was  approved  by  the  voters  and  a  bond  issue  of 
$25,000  floated  for  the  purpose. 12  A  board  of  throe  water  commissioners

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was  elected  to  care  for  the  village  interests  in  the  water  supply.l 

A  tract  of  land,  known  as  Baxter  Park,  was  donated  to  the  village 
in  1923  and  a  hoard  of  five  commissioners  was  elected  to  care  for  it. 
Funds  were  raised  by  subscription  for  upkeep  and  improvements^ 

Gift  of  a  library  and  opera  house  building,  with  an  endorcient  for 
its  maintenance  was  accepted  by  a  vote  of  the  village  in  1908.3  The 
building  is  known  as  the  Haskell  Free  Library  and  was  donated  by  Mrs. 
Martha  Haskell  and  her  son,  Col.  H.  Steward  Haskell,  to  the  villages  of 
Derby  Line  and  Hock  Island.  It  stands  on  the  international  boundary 
line,  with  the  entrance  on  the  American  side.  The  auditorium  has  been 
used  for  political  purposes  by  all  political  parties  both  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  Die  corner-stone  was  laid  in  1901  by  the  Golden 
Rule  Lodge  of  Masons,  established  by  Timothy  Hinman  and  Maj.  Hufus 
Stewart,  both  great-grandparents  of  Col.  Haskell  and  leaders  in  the 
settlement  of  Derby**,.  Die  endowment  is  in  excess  of  $100,000,4  Articles 
of  incorporation  were  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  1908.5 
Funds  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library  have  been  voted  from 
time  to  time, 6  The  library  now  has  10,800  volumes.? 

The  village  boundaries  were  changed  slightly  in  an  amendment  to 
the  charter  in  1900,8
